THE SALT MONOPOLY. 


THE NEW AGREEMENT. 


When the Government decided on tho 
abolition of the salt monopoly it became neces- 
sary at the same time to settle the line of 
fatore policy in order to assure a regolar supply 
of the article.(n the one hand, the Government 
was desirous in the interests of all classes of the 
popalation,and especially of the poorest, to ma- 
terially reduce the priceof salt to the consumer. 
On the other hand,it wasreluctant tocause any 
unnecessary crisis in the affsirs of the Salt & 
Soda Company, by the too abrupt termination 
of the monopoly which it has hitherto enjoyed, 
more especially as it believed that the com- 
pany, with its expenses.and wide organisation, 
was in-aposition to continue to supply the 
pablio better than any one else, 

Under the agreement which has been arrived 
at, the company waives its right to a six 
manths'. notice, and the monopoly ceases 
and determines on the lst January next, when 
ths retail price of salt will be redaced 
from 5 milliemes to 2 milliemos, while the 
Government on its part undertakes not to 
exploit its own salines, or to let them to others, 
for the space of six years, The poor will be 
free to pick up salt in the desert ; bat in 
order to avoid abuses it may be necessary to 
guard the more important salines, which will 
be done at the company's expense. 

By this arrangement it is hoped that not 
only will salt in Egypt be as cheap as any- 
where else in the world, but that no material 
injury will be done to the interests of the 
company whose shares are so largely held in 
this country.

The Go 
yernor promised to give ths matter his imme- 
diate attention, bat some months later wrote 
stating that owing to lack of funds nothing 
could be done then, but that he would apply to 
the Ministry for a special. grant to mect tho 
case, Nowat the end of 1905 nothing what- 
ever has been done, and the conditions onder 
which the Greek colony is living are steadily 
becoming intolerable. 
It is earnestly hoped that by drawing atton- 
tion to.onr lot, through the medium of your 
paper, this year a sufficient grant will be mado 
for Port Said, to enable these highly necessary 
improvements in our quarter to be carried out.

IRRIGATION ENGINEERING, 


By Sir Haxncey Bkows, K.C.M.G., Into Tnspector Genorat of 
Irrigation in Lower Rgypt, and formerly in Upper Egypt. 
Ill. 

In our last issne tho preliminary steps of 
canal designing were considered, and the 
velocity ofenrront t> be adopted discussed 
with tho view. of arriving at the determination 
of the water sirface slope in the caval. Ard 
it was pointed out that, the velocity of current 
being selected to suit the actual conditions of 
any particular case, to find what the surface 
slope will be, we must first know what dimen- 
sions the canal should be given. This leads 
ng to an important question, namely, how 
much water is reqaired for the irrigation of 
the area to be served ; or, if the availablé 
supply is insofficient for the whole area, for 
how much of it is it sufficient? We must 
ascertain the needs of the crops, how often 
‘and in what seasons they require watering, 
what are the intervals between the. different 
waterings, and what quantity is required for 
“each watering. We have, that is to say, to 
find out what is technically called the “duty” 
of watér when’ deed for the irrigation of crops 
ii @~area for which the project is being 
otadied. 

We will first consider the case of perennial 
irrigation. In different countries the “duty” of 
water i#@xpressed in different ways, though 
thé meahjg isthe'eame. The measure of the 
daty of water in India is the number ot acres 
of crop which’ ¢an be matured by one cubic foot 
per second flowing continuonsly during the 
growth of the crop. In Egypt the measure is 
the discharge per day of twenty-four hoors, 
flowing continuonsly, which is required per 
feddan~ acre—of crop. To give a rough idea of 
what the “duty” of wateris found to be when 
unassigted by rain, we may quote Ezyptian 
results. It has been found that, in the case 
of cotton and other summer crops in Lower 
Egypt, a discharge at the canal head of 30 
cubic metres per twenty-four hours, flowing 
continuously, is sufficient for the irrigation of 
one fe —aoré —of cotton or other summer 
crop ; and that double the amount is required 
for rice ; or, in other words, one cubic metre 
per second will be sufficient for 2,880 feddans 
of sumitner crop, or for half that area of rice, 
In ‘times of scarcity, however, by a rigidly 
ecohoniital distribution of water by rotation 
—to be desoribed later on—the daty may be 
inoreased by about 30 per cent, But, in design- 
ing, it is well to allow one cubic metres 
second for 2,880 feddans of summer: crop. 
Converted idto Indian terms, the Bgyptian 
“duty” is expressed by eaying that a discharge 
of one cubic foot « second’'at the canal head 
will irrigata 8% ores of sithmer ordp, or half 
that area of rice. The duty gives the area of 
crop! matared and not the gross arés command- 
ed. In Egypt it has teen found that 40 per 
cent. of the gross area is “ainually’ put undér 
summer crop. Therefore, as. one cubic metre 
a second irrigated 2/880 feddans of orop, it will 
suffice in summer to allow the same for 
(2,880 X5/2=) 7,200 feddans of area command- 
ed. But in the flood season the whole of the 
Daelta of Egypt is under crop, maize being 
sown in fields'unosoupied by cotton. Moreover. 
it is desirable to allow for flood washings of 
salted lands, The canals, therefore, have to 
carry thres times the diacharge in flood that 

. they have to in summer, and consequently, 
when designing, an allowance of one cubic 


how the summer discharge is controlled so 
that it may flow in channels adspted tos 
supply sboat three-fold its quantity without 
an inconvenientls low water surface. 

In the way indicated the discharge to be 
carried by the canals is ascertained. The 
velocity of flow to’ be allowed will have been 
determined by the considerations already set 
forth, and with these dats tbe oross sections 
of the canal can 
samo f 


Let ns essume that the position of the head 
works has been decided upon Between this 
point and the point where the msin canal 
enters the tract to be irrigated, the main 
canal should ba carried along the alignment 
which will involve the least cost. Thence ‘it 
should ron along the crest of the main ridge 
of the country, while its branch canals should 
follow the sobsidiar, ridges, so as to keep the 
canal water high and in a position to flow on 
to the field, and alsé to avoid crossing the 
natural drainage of the country. If a con- 
toured map exists, it is more or-less a simple 
matter to Isy down upon it the scheme of 
canals and drains adapted to the natural con- | 
figaration of the ground. It may be that the | 
country has no defined ridges, and that the 
principle laid down does not apply ; in such 
s case the canals, speaking ‘generally, should ‘ 
be aligned at right angles to the contours of 
tho tract to be irrigated. Local features may 
also not admit of the observance of the rule 
not to cross drainage lines. If it be so, the 
drainage, if possible, must still not be inter- 
fered with, but must be allowed its “right of 
way” along its natural line by providing a 
syphon onder the canal at the point of cross: 
ing. It may even, in extreme cases, be pre- 
ferable to divert the’ drainage into™a new 
channel to be formed expreasly for it. But, in 
all cases, the universal rale applies that the 
drainage must not be ignored, free passage 
for ita surplus water being one of Nature's 
“vested rights” which may not be disputed. 

We have hitherto been considering the case 
of canals intended to provide perennial irriga- | 
tion, or irrigation all the year round, by the! 
ordinary system of distribution to the plants 
by field channels. The conditions of basin 
irrigation, or irrigation by inundation during 
the period of. flood in the river, are widely 
different from those of perennial irrigation. 
Egypt farnishes the most notable example on 
a large scale of basin irrigation. The inunda- 
tion canals of the Indus in India have 
many points of resemblance to those of 
Egypt, and the principles of working are 
the samo in these and other conntries. The 
lands to be irrigated are enclosed by banks, of 
svitabla height and other dimensions, by 
which’ it is divided into convenient areas, 
known as basins, varying from a few thousand 
acres to as much as 50,000 acres, Feeder 
canals, taking off from the river direct, connect 
the basins with the river, so that the flood 
waters may flow into thei until their contain- 
ed areas are under water. ‘The duration of the 
flood period, when the! filling of the basins is 
effected, is about fifty days. As a rough rule, 
for the larger basins, it may be assumed that 
the total quantity of water required completely 
toinundate all land is st the rate of 5,000 
oubic metres afi acre—or feddan—and that the 
smount of water to be escaped back into the 
tiver, when the period of inundation expires, 
is at the rate of 4,000 cubic metres an acre. As 
the inundation canals flow for fifty days, the 
daily discharge of the feeder canals must be at 
the average rate of 100 cubic metres for every 
acre tobe inundated. And this may be con- 
sidered the flood “duty” of the water. The bed 
level of these flood canals is, therefore, fixed-at 
that level below aversge flood level which will 
give the dircharge required with canals of} 
convenient bed widths. In designing such 
canals the'average flood level of a low Nile 
must be used in the calculations, so that the 
inundation'imdy not fail in bad years. But it 
it will be sufficient, when calculating with the 
figures of the worst years, to assume a period | 
of flow in the canals of forty days only, and to 
be content with a supply at the rate of 4,000 
cubic metres per sore, since, in these excsp- 
tional yeats, the water may be made to do 
extra. daty. The..head sluice and‘regalators of 
the feeder canal will, of course, be designed 
to pass thé ‘discharges’ which “the canal wil 
carry.

The “bicycle habit” has been charged by a 
Wasliington physician with the production of, 
the disease. Other sapiént persons point to 
the coincidence of the iricreaso of appendicitis 
with the increased enthusisam for golf and 
other forms of outdoor sport ; and even sitting 
ctoss-legged is believed by some to be the 
cause of the disease. It would appear that

‘The German “Reichsbote” recalle what it

Emperor on his way to Marienbad, and it de- 
soribes the tone of the denial by Reuter’s 
Agensy of the report that the Kiog and 
Queen would attend their Garman Majesties’ 
silver wedding as equally unfriendly. 

The “Vossische Zaitang” declares that in 
view of the natara of the relations now exist- 
ing between Berlin and London, no one in 
Germany expected that the King would at- 
tend the festivities in question. This news- 
paper suggests that the report that the English 
King and Qaeen were coming to Berlin was in- 
spired in London for no other purpose than 
to give the British Government an opportunity 
ot denying itin an extremely unfriendly com- 
monication addressed to Germany and the 
German Court. 

‘This insinuation is totally beside the mark. 
Tho report originated in the “Magdeburger 
Zritang,” which maintains close relations with 
the German official Press bureau, 


Whatever controversies may flourish on the 
unemployed, there is » common daty at present 
to which none can be insensible, and that is to 
support the Fand which the Queen has, with 
generous thought and generous hand, establish- 
ed as a means for the mitigation of distress, It 
was announced yesterday morning that, except 
for £1,000 each to be paid to two agencies in 
which her Majesty has a personal interest, the 
whole Fond will be administered by central 
committees, and these will, for the most part, 
be guided by experience gained in the - winter 
of 1904 and former years, 

Arrangements are now nearing completion 
for an attack on London’s traffic, and the 
prediction is made that within three years 
motor vehicles sufficient in number to cope 
with 600,000,00> passengers per_apnom will 
be: running.

That the hoge sum represented by these 
orders has had to go abroad is regretted by 
those most intimately associated with the 
movcmant, but it is pointed ont that British 
manofacturers have utterly failed to effectiye- 
ly compete with foreign makers, Each chassis 
costs £350, but s leading British firm which 
recently undartook to produce one, so com- 
pletely failed that they paid-a heavy fine in 
defanlt. 

‘The days ofthe London horse-drawn omni- 
bus are nombered. Within three years, experts 
say, tho clumsy, ill-lighted, ill-ventilated 
vohioe will be relegated to tho acrap-hesp, and 
tho streets will be alive with the swiftly glid- 
ing, comfortable, motor-omnibus of the fatare. 
What the effect of such a revolution will be 
remains to be seen. At the present moment 
there are, iz’ round nombers, 4,000 horse om- 
nibures working in the streots of the Maetro- 
polis, They carry, according to the most 
reliable statistics, an average ot 3,000 passen- 
gors per omnibus per week, or the remarkable 
total of 600,000,000 passergere. per annom. 
Year by year this nomber increases, notwith 
standing the competition of “tubes,” tramways 
and suburban railways. It is with these figures 
that the motor omnibus companies are propar- 


ed to deal. 


The real difficulty London is finding in 
maintaining its position as a great general 
cargo port consists in the fact that it is 
becoming, throngh the increased activity and 
importance of the North aud Midlands, moro 
and more isolated from the great traflic-pro- 
ducing and traffic-receiving places.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


NEXT YEAR'S NAVAL MANCUVRES 
(From our CorrEsPonDENT). 
London, November 15, 
A contemporary ssys—‘We understand 
that the naval mar caovres for 1906 will ba on 


programme of this year snd the Japaneee 
Fleet will theoretically’ form part of the 
scheme. The work will be based on a prin- 
ciple quite new in naval annals, and will test 
the strategic and -tactical value of the new 
distribution of warships. The sea frontiers of 
all our possessions will come into’ the scheme, 
and the conditions that might occur in a war 
with a naval combination will be rebeatsed 
simultaneously in the various zones of opera- 
tion as part of one war plan. Sapposition will 
be that strained relations exist, and British 
and Japanese navies are watching the enemy’s 
ships all over the world. Later, war will be 
agsumed to have broken out, and the reserva 
divisions will be mobilised. A skeleton enemy 
of craisers will leave home waters with secret 
orders, and the admirals and captains will be 
kept on the alert for woeks against this 
enemy. It will be the most searching test. of 
efficiency ever devised, as some of the comman- 
ders-in-chief will find themselves in situations 
demanding tact, ability, and intuitive jadg- 
ment.” 


In the future Royal salutes will be fired at 
home stations on the 9th November—the 
King’s Birthday—bnt there will be no cere- 
monial parades. 


Sir William F. Butler retired last wook under 
the age rales, to the extrame regret of a host 
of friends, both civilian and military.
